Regarding applicant's argument that Wright does not teach the selecting for signal processing a portion of said dwelled on at least one 
of the plurality of antennas based on said determined gain and said determined at least one of a plurality of signal quality metrics from 
said dwelled on at least one of plurality of antennas [ page 13 of applicant amendment, 2/20/2007], 

Wright does teach the above argued features. 

Wright teaches the antenna selection [Fig. 4] based on the step 106, update, determined, signal quality indicator SQI [ col. 5, lines 12- 
14]. Based on the SQI, the control program, in step 107, enables or disables gain control procedure in Fig. 9 and antenna diversity 
procedure in Fig. 8 [ col. 5, lines 15-21]. 

In Fig. 7, the antenna selection is based on the determined quality SQI in step 170 and gain control in step 178, to select one of the 
antenna [ the antenna selection via step 180, Fig. 7, & then, branches to antenna diversity procedure at step 108, coh 7, lines 30-33]. In 
antenna diversity procedure in Fig. 8, one of the antenna is selected, steps 206, 207, 212, 213. 

When gain control is enable at step 178, then, step 220 in Fig. 8 is performed [ Fig. 9, col. 8, lines 37-39], to adjust the gain at steps 
238, 232, 236, 239 [Fig. 9], for the antenna selection in step 108 via step 180. 
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
